TORONTO (AP) — Toronto 
Mayor Rob Ford vowed 
Friday to take City Council 
to court after it voted over¬ 
whelmingly to strip him of 
some of his powers over his 
admitted drug use, public 
drinking and increasingly 
erratic behavior. 

Then, in a flash of remorse, 
the 44-year-old Ford de¬ 
clared: “If I would have 
had a mayor conducting 
themselves the way I have, 
I would have done exactly 
the same thing."

The motion, approved in a 
39-3 vote, suspends Ford’s 
authority to appoint and 
dismiss the deputy mayor 
and his executive commit¬ 
tee, which runs the budget 
process. The council also 
voted to give the deputy 
mayor authority to handle 
any civic emergency. The 
effort will continue Monday 
when the council moves to 
strip the mayor of most of 
his remaining powers. 

The votes capped another 
frenzied week of twists and 
turns in a scandal that has 
consumed Canada's larg¬ 
est city and financial capi¬ 
tal for months. 

Newly released court doc¬ 
uments show the mayor 
became the subject of a 
police investigation after 
news reports surfaced in 
May.

WASHINGTON - Defying a 
veto threat from President 
Barack Obama, the House 
on Friday approved legisla¬ 
tion that would allow health 
insurance companies to re¬ 
new individual insurance 
policies and sell similar 
policies to new customers 
next year even if the cov¬ 
erage does not provide all 
the benefits and consumer 
protections required by the 
new health care law. 

The vote was 261-157, with 
39 Democrats bucking their 
party leadership to vote in 
favor of the bill. 

The legislation would go fur¬ 
ther than the fix announced 
Thursday by Obama, who 


said he would temporarily 
waive some requirements 
of the law and allow insur¬ 
ers to renew “current poli¬ 
cies for current enrollees." 
Rep. Fred Upton, R-Mich., 
the chief sponsor of the 
House bill, said his legisla¬ 
tion would fulfill a promise 
that Obama had made to 
the American people and 
then broken. 

“In the last three years,” 
Upton said, “the president 
personally promised that, 
if people liked their cur¬ 
rent health care plan, they 
could keep it ‘no matter 
what.’

row. 

Upton, the chairman of 
the Energy and Com¬ 
merce Committee, be¬ 
littled Obama’s proposal, 
saying it was offered at the 
last minute, “as the admin¬ 
istration’s allies in Congress 
panicked.” 

Senior Democrats criticized 
the Upton legislation as a 
ploy that could unravel the 
entire health care law. 
“Don't pretend you care 
about the American peo¬ 
ple’s health care here," 
said Rep. Mike Doyle, D-Pa. 
“You just want to repeal 
the Affordable Care Act. 
Democrats are not going 
to let you do that.” 

The outlook for the legisla¬ 
tion is unclear in the Sen¬

EU, US envoys: 
Trade pact wont 
hurt consumers

BRUSSELS (AP) — U.S. and 
European Union nego¬ 
tiators on Friday reported 
good headway in their 
talks for a proposed free 
trade deal, and disputed 
charges that ordinary citi¬ 
zens could be the losers. 

As the second round of ne¬ 
gotiations on the ambitious 
agenda to grow what is al¬ 
ready the world's biggest 
two-way trade and invest¬ 
ment relationship ended 
here, EU Trade Commis¬ 
sioner Karel De Gucht 
announced “good and 
steady progress." 

The proposed Transatlantic 
Trade and Investment Part¬ 
nership, or TTIP, could lead 
to a U.S.-EU agreement to 
allow many goods and ser¬ 
vices approved for use on 
one side of fhe Atlantic to 
be automatically cleared 
for sale on fhe other. 

The elimination of often 
conflicting regulations is 
supposed to lead to re¬ 
duced costs for produc¬ 
ers and customers alike. 
But consumer groups and 
non-governmental or¬ 
ganizations in the United 
States and Europe have 
expressed fears that the 
dismantling of long-estab¬ 
lished regulatory frame¬ 
works could free up busi¬ 
nesses to sell more untest¬ 
ed or unsafe products and 
services. 

Both U.S. and Europeans 
officials said Friday that 
won't happen. 

“The negotiations are not 
about compromising our 
standards,” EU chief ne¬ 
gotiator Ignacio Garcia 
Bercero told a joint news 
conference. 

Chief U.S. negotiator Dan 
Mullaney said TTIP is meant 
to be a model of how two 
developed economies 
can cooperate to increase 
trade and investment in a 
way that doesn’t “under¬ 
mine protections for con¬ 
sumers, the environment 
and human health and 
safety.” 

Among the issues discussed 
in the second round were 
ways to harmonize U.S.

UK warns of ransom scam targeting millions 
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Solution may be near for nuclear 
deal with Iran, U.S. official says

WASHINGTON - A senior Obama administration offi¬ 
cial said Friday that a solution could be found for one 
of the major stumbling blocks to an agreement that 
would freeze Iran’s nuclear program, and that the ac¬ 
cord might be achieved next week. 

“For the first time in nearly a decade," the official said, 
“we are getting close to a first step that would stop 
the Iranian nuclear program from advancing and roll 
it back in key areas.” 

Talks between six world powers and Iran are sched¬ 
uled to resume in Geneva on Wednesday. Western 
diplomats hope to complete an accord then that 
would halt Iran’s nuclear efforts for six months while 
negotiators pursue a more comprehensive agree¬ 
ment that would ensure that Tehran's program is solely 
for civilian purposes. 

Iran insists that its nuclear program is entirely peaceful, 
but many experts believe it is intended to provide Iran 
with the capability to develop nuclear weapons. 

One of fhe major impedimenfs to an agreement next 
week is Iran's insistence that the international commu¬ 
nity formally acknowledge its “right" to continue to en¬ 
rich uranium. The United States asserts that there is no 
such right under the nuclear nonproliferation treaty. 
But U.S. officials appear to be seeking a solution in 
which Iran would be allowed to enrich uranium at the 
low level of 3.5 percent - used to fuel most civilian nu¬ 
clear reactors - during an interim agreement and also 
under a comprehensive accord. 

The condition would be that Iran accept a series of 
limifations, including stringent verification, on its nucle¬ 
ar program. Iran now has some stockpiles of uranium 
it has enriched to nearly 20 percent, which is used 
to fuel a specialty reactor but is also much closer to 
weapons grade uranium. 

“I think there is a way to navigate it,” the senior ad¬ 
ministration official said when asked if a compromise 
might be found on Iran’s claim of a right to enrich ura¬ 
nium. 

The official did not detail the potential compromise, 
but one solution. Western diplomats say, would be for 
Iran and world powers to agree to disagree on how to 
interpret the nuclear nonproliferation treaty. 

“I am sure that whatever gets agreed to in this docu¬ 
ment, Iran will argue that they have the right to enrich¬ 
ment,” the senior administration official said, referring 
to the interim accord now under negotiation. “And 
we will argue, as I am sure the document will make 
clear, that nothing has been agreed as to the final 
dimensions of Iran’s peaceful nuclear program once 
it can assure the international community that it is 
peaceful.” 

During a previous round of talks in Geneva, the two 
sides appeared to be close to cementing an interim 
agreement that would temporarily freeze Iran’s nucle¬ 
ar progress in return for modest relief from economic 
sanctions. 

The talks next week will involve Iran and the countries 
that make up the P5 plus 1: the United States, France, 
Britain, Russia and China, the five permanent mem¬ 
bers of the U.N. Security Council, plus Germany. 
Catherine Ashton, the foreign policy chief of the Euro¬ 
pean Union, will begin the talks Wednesday by meet¬ 
ing with the Iranian foreign minister, Mohammad Ja- 
vad Zarif. 

The negotiations will continue over the next few days. 
If an agreement appears to be near, it is possible that 
Secretary of State John Kerry and other foreign minis¬ 
ters will fly to Geneva to complete the deal.Q

For the exhibition created 
with Paramount Pictures, 
Newseum curators paired 
more than 60 costumes 
and props from the movie 
with real stories about TV 
news and the struggle for 
women to achieve equal¬ 
ity in the newsroom. 

“In any parody, there's a 
kernel of truth, right?” said 
Cathy Trost, the Newse- 
um’s vice president of ex¬ 
hibits. “There really was a 
time in news history when 
men owned the anchor 
chair and women were a 
novelty in the newsroom. 
The movie gets that right, 
though in a very over-the- 
top way, and we wanted 
to show the reality behind 


the humor.” 

In addition to Burgundy’s 
suit, displayed in a revolv¬ 
ing case, the museum also 
exhibits his flute, mustache 
brush and a reporter's 
“Sex Panther” cologne. 
Costumes in the exhibit in¬ 
clude those worn by Ve¬ 
ronica Corningstone, the 
ambitious reporter played 
by Christina Applegate. 
There’s also a replica of the 
“Anchorman” news desk. 
For each detail from the 
movie, there’s also a dose 
of reality. The Newseum 
pulled together stories of 
women who broke down 
barriers in television, includ¬ 
ing a Kansas City news an¬ 
chor who sued her station 
after she was demoted for 
being “too old" and “too 
unattractive.” In 1972, only 
11 percent of U.S. news an¬ 
chors were women. 

That began to change, 
though, with the advent of 
the “Eyewitness News” for¬ 
mat pioneered by WABC- 
TV in New York City and 
many others. The format 
opened doors for women 
and minorities in TV as sta¬ 
tions used news teams and 
marketing gimmicks to win 
over viewers by presenting 
one big happy family on 
air. 

“News teams replaced an¬ 
chors and became more 
like the communities they 
covered,” Trost said.

American factory production rises again; 0.3% in October

WASHINGTON (AP) — U S. 

factories increased pro¬ 
duction for a third straight 
month in October, as stron¬ 
ger output of primary met¬ 
als and furniture offset de¬ 
clines in auto production. 
Manufacturing output rose 
0.3 percent last month, up 
from 0.1 percent in Sep¬ 
tember, the Federal Re¬ 
serve reported Friday. Fac¬ 
tory output is the biggest 
component of industrial 
production, which also in¬ 
cludes mining and utilities. 
Overall industrial produc¬ 
tion fell 0.1 percent after 
a 0.7 percent September 
gain. The mining sector, 
which includes oil and gas 
drilling, declined 1.6 per¬ 
cent after six months of 
gains. Utility output fell 1.1 
percent. 

Manufacturing has been 
gaining strength in re¬ 
cent months. Output has 


risen in five of the past six 
months. And factories have 
stepped up hiring over the 
past three months, accord¬ 
ing to the government's 
October employment re¬ 
port released last week. 


Factories are busier in 
part because overseas 
growth has picked up and 
the housing recovery has 
driven more demand for 
furniture and other wood 
products. Automakers are 


also having their best year 
for sales since the reces¬ 
sion, although production 
of motor vehicles and parts 
fell 1.3 percent in October 
after two months of gains. 
Output of primary metals 


such as steel rose 1.1 per¬ 
cent and furniture produc¬ 
tion was up 1.5 percent. 
Economists were encour¬ 
aged by the gains in man¬ 
ufacturing after a period 
of weakness in the spring 
and early summer. They 
predicted those increases 
would continue, helped by 
strengthening overseas de¬ 
mand and less impact from 
federal government spend¬ 
ing cuts and tax increases. 
“As long as the overseas re¬ 
covery continues and the 
domestic fiscal drag fades, 
output should continue to 
grow at reasonable rates,” 
said Paul Dales senior U.S. 
economist at Capital Eco¬ 
nomics. 

The government report was 
the latest sign of strength 
for manufacturing. A pri¬ 
vate sector report from the 
Institute for Supply Man¬ 
agement showed factory 
activity climbed to a 2 'A 
year high in October. The

Supporters held near-daily 
protests since, with some 
demonstrations ending in 
bloody clashes with secu¬ 
rity forces or opponents.

Berlusconi’s center-right party suffers another setback

ROME (AP) — Silvio Berlus¬ 
coni suffered another ma¬ 
jor setback on Friday after 
his political heir announced 
he was leaving Berlusconi’s 
party to form a new po¬ 
litical grouping, creating a 
schism in Italy’s center-right 
that raised fresh questions 
about the stability of the 
government. 

Angelino Alfano, currently 
interior minister and deputy 
premier, told colleagues 
Friday that his “New Cen¬ 
ter-Right” party would con¬ 
tinue to support Berlusconi, 
the LaPresse news agency 
reported. But Alfano said 
he couldn’t agree to join 
Berlusconi’s Forza Italia 
party, which is due to be 
formally re-launched on 


Saturday. 

Alfano could count on 37 
senators and 23 lawmakers 
in the lower Chamber of 
Deputies for his new party, 
one of the breakaway sen¬ 
ators, Roberto Formigoni, 
told the La 7 network. 

Their refusal to join Forza Ita¬ 
lia marked a formal schism 
in Italy’s center-right that 
has been in the works ever 
since Berlusconi was forced 
to back down on his threat 
to topple Premier Enrico 
Letta's government. 
Berlusconi had to do an 
about-face on Oct. 2 af¬ 
ter key loyalists like Alfano 
refused to back him in his 
threat. Transport minister 
Maurizio Lupi told reporters 
after a late-night meeting 
Friday of members of Ber¬ 
lusconi's camp fhaf the de¬ 
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cision to split was taken with 
“great suffering" but that 
the lawmakers couldn't 
participate in a Forza Italia 
of “extremists.” 

Berlusconi’s camp has 
been deeply divided be¬ 
tween hawks and doves 
ever since Italy’s high court 
confirmed his tax fraud 
conviction in August. The 
hawks had backed Berlus¬ 


coni in trying to bring down 
Letta's government over 
moves by the Senate to 
kick him out of the upper 
chamber as a result of the 
conviction. 

In the end, the doves won 
out and Berlusconi was 
forced to back Letta’s gov¬ 
ernment in a confidence 
vote. But after weeks of 
negotiation, the two sides 


were unable keep the 
movement united under 
one party, Lupi said.

For some, rescues must wait as bodies are removed

TACLOBAN, the Philippines 
- On a shoreline that was

“So what was supposed 
to be a rescue operation 
became a retrieval opera¬ 
tion," said Florabel Fumar, 
one of the volunteers. 

The mayor of Tacloban 
City, Alfred S. Romualdez, 
said Friday that the city 
had 801 confirmed dead. 

In a sign of the inability of 
officials to get a handle 
on even basic informa¬ 
tion about the disaster one 
week after the typhoon hit 
here, Romualdez apolo¬ 
gized for a figure of 2,000 
dead that was released 
Thursday, which he said 


was “speculation for the 
entire region.” 

The United Nations has also 
had trouble reporting on 
the total death toll for the 
disaster, with its Office for 
the Coordination of Hu¬ 
manitarian Affairs report¬ 
ing 3,600 deaths Friday, a 
day after saying there had 
been 4,460. John Ging, the 


office's operations director, 
apologized Friday for the 
discrepancy, saying the 
higher number was an esti¬ 
mate and not actual con¬ 
firmed deaths. 

In Tacloban, the dead 
are being taken to a mass 
grave in a public cemetery 
on the outskirts of the city. 
Romualdez said just 10-15 
percent of the dead had 
been identified. 

He said the delivery of the 
first cycle of food packets. 


which is supposed to be 6 
pounds of rice and some 
canned goods for each 
family, was expected to be 
completed Friday. 

Some stalls have begun 
to sell fresh meat and 
two or three gas stations 
have opened in this city, 
which had a population of 
220,000 before the storm. 


Romualdez estimated that 
30 percent to 40 percent 
of the population has since 
left. 

On Friday afternoon, the 
city will begin construct¬ 
ing a tent city outside an 
indoor stadium where hun¬ 
dreds have been staying 
since the storm, Romualdez 
said.

in a barrage of heavy ma¬ 
chine gun and rocket-pro¬ 
pelled grenade fire. 

Libyan Prime Minister Ali Zi- 
dan blamed the protesters 
and the militia alike for fhe 
violence, though witnesses 
said they saw no protesters 
carrying weapons ahead 
of fhe shoofing Friday af¬ 
ternoon. By Friday night, 
however, some protesters 
joined by other militias had 
armed themselves and 
heavy gunfire rang ouf in 
the Tripoli neighborhood 
where the attack hap¬ 
pened. 

Armed groups set up 
checkpoints across the Lib¬ 
yan capital, hoping to stop 
other militias from entering 
the city. Ambulance sirens 
wailed into the night. 

The march in Tripoli by 
thousands of protesters 
was the biggest show of 
public anger at militias in 
months. Since the 2011 
fall of dictator Moammar 
Gadhafi, hundreds of mi¬ 
litias — many of them on 
government payroll — 
have run out of control in 
Libya, carving out zones of 
power, defying state au¬ 
thority and launching vio¬ 
lent attacks. 

The protesters marched 
from a downtown mosque 
to a neighborhood called 
Gharghour, home to the 
headquarters of a militia 
originally from the city of 
Misrata that has a pow¬ 
erful presence in Tripoli.

opened to competition. 
Friday’s report pledged to 
ease barriers to more dy¬ 
namic private competitors, 
though the ruling party re¬ 
affirmed that state-owned 
industry is considered the 
core of the economy. 

“We must promote orderly 
opening to the outside,” 
the report said. 

It left out details of what 
role private or foreign com¬ 
panies might be allowed in 
state-controlled industries. 
But it outlined changes 
clearly intended to make 
industries more efficient 
and productive by inject¬ 
ing more competition. That 
might threaten politically 
favored state companies 
that benefit from cheap 
credit, land and other 
resources, prompting a 
backlash from their allies 
in the party for whom they 
provide revenues and jobs 
to reward supporters. 

The report “included 
sweeping reforms on al¬ 
most all fronts, in some 
cases more than expected 


before the meeting," said 
UBS economist Tao Wang. 
“Of course, the implica¬ 
tions for the economy and 
for the market depend cru¬ 
cially on the implementa¬ 
tion.” 

The “third plenum” meet¬ 
ing of the ruling party’s 
205-member Central Com¬ 
mittee offered a platform 
for President Xi Jinping, 
who became party leader 
last year, to promote his 
own vision for the world's 
second-largest economy. 
Such meetings at this point 
in the party’s five-year po¬ 
litical cycle are seen as a 
launching pad for chang¬ 
es in economic direction 
after Deng Xiaoping used 
a third plenum in 1978 to 
unveil his reforms. 

Before the meeting, com¬ 
munist leaders raised 
hopes and the political 
stakes by promising “un¬ 
precedented" reforms. 
They then left compa¬ 
nies and financial markets 
hanging by wrapping up 
their meeting Tuesday 
with a brief statement 
that promised change but 
gave no details, prompting 
fears they had succumbed

Russia’s Gazprom reassures 
West Europe on gas supplies 


MOSCOW (AP) — Ukraine is 
once again buying Russian 
gas and no longer endan¬ 
gering supplies to Western 
Europe, Russia’s state natu¬ 
ral gas company said Fri¬ 
day. 

Most of the gas that Gaz¬ 
prom supplies to Europe 
goes through pipelines 
that cross Ukraine. Ukraine, 
which Gazprom says owes 
it $1.3 billion, a week ago 
stopped buying Russian 
gas and said it would rely 
on its underground stores 
through the end of the 
year. 

Gazprom warned on Thurs¬ 
day that this would de¬ 
plete the amount of so- 
called technical gas need¬ 
ed to drive the gas through 
the pipelines to Europe. 
This raised echoes of 2009, 
when Russia cut gas ship¬ 
ments to Europe for three 
weeks in a dispute with 


Ukraine. 

On Friday, Russian news 
agencies quoted Gaz¬ 
prom Chief Executive 
Alexei Miller as saying that 
Ukraine has resumed pur¬ 
chases of Russian gas and 
stopped taking gas from its 
underground stores. 

Russian Prime Minister Dmit¬ 
ry Medvedev and his Ukrai¬ 
nian counterpart, Mykola 
Azarov, discussed the situ¬ 
ation by telephone on Fri¬ 
day. A statement posted 
on the Ukrainian govern¬ 
ment website said they 
confirmed that each side 
would do everything nec¬ 
essary to make sure sup¬ 
plies to Europe were not 
disrupted. 

The statement on the Rus¬ 
sian government site said 
Medvedev impressed on 
the Ukrainian prime minis¬ 
ter the necessity to pump 
sufficient gas.Q

Eurozone ministers offer assurances on bank rescues

BRUSSELS (AP) — Europe¬ 
an Union finance ministers 
vowed on Friday to make 
sure the region's banks 
have restructuring plans 
ready in case they flunk a 
key review of their finances. 
The European Central Bank 
is leading a yearlong review 
of the EU's largest banks 
to find and then either fix 
or weed out weak banks. 
The question is what to do 
in case the review finds a 
bank needs to raise more 
capital. 

The ministers in Brussels said 
that they would make sure 
to have the banks prepare 
“specific and ambitious 
strategies." 

They also said they would 
make sure that any restruc¬ 
turing favored using private 
money first — from investors 
or shareholders — rather 
than taxpayer funds. The 
statement said govern¬ 
ments would have any new 
legislation needed to re¬ 
structure a bank ready be¬ 
fore the ECB review is com¬ 
plete. 


The ECB has pushed the fi¬ 
nance ministers to make a 
clearer statement of their 


willingness to step in and res¬ 
cue banks if they are found 
to be in need of new capi¬ 


tal. Top ECB official Joerg 
Asmussen had earlier said 
that the bank review would 


lack credibility if there was 
not a willingness on the part 
of governments to act to 
help troubled banks. 

With the ECB review, the EU 
is trying to improve on two 
earlier reviews made un¬ 
der another agency, the 
European Banking Author¬ 
ity, in 2009 and 2011. Those 
reviews, or stress tests, lost 
credibility after some banks 
that had been given the all- 
clear later needed bailouts. 
Fixing banks is seen as key 
to solving the debt prob¬ 
lems afflicting the euro cur¬ 
rency union and shoring up 
economic growth. 

The ministers' statement re¬ 
peated an earlier vague 
promise to have “nation¬ 
al backstops” ready that 
didn't satisfy the ECB. It also 
went over a previously stat¬ 
ed pecking order in case 
of bank losses: first, private 
money would be used to 
resolve the problem, and 
only then would govern¬ 
ments use taxpayers' funds. 
Governments that could 
not afford the rescue could 
turn to the eurozone's bail¬ 
out fund. 

The finance ministers were 
also supposed to discuss 
how to create a central¬ 
ized European agency 
that could order a bank 
anywhere in the region to 
be restructured or wound 
down. The agency would 
be backed by a fund that 
would be financed through 
a levy on banks. 

Germany, the EU’s biggest 
member, has said setting 
up the agency would re¬ 
quire changing the basic 
EU treaty, which could take 
years, and said the EU in¬ 
stead should rely on a net¬ 
work of national bank res¬ 
cue authorities. 

The matter was expected 
to be contentious, and at 
one point, the ministers ex¬ 
pected to work late into the 
night. In the end, Rimantas 
Sadzius, the Lithuanian fi¬ 
nance minister who chaired 
the gathering, said he in¬ 
structed a working group to 
look for a compromise, and 
the meeting broke up early. 
“My general impression is 
despite quite popular ste¬ 
reotypes there is no polar¬ 
ization among member 
states,” Sadzius said. He 
said finding a satisfactory 
formula for creating the 
agency by the end of the 
year "should be done, and 
it can be done. ”□ 


In first review, Italy and Spain get warnings

BRUSSELS - The top Euro¬ 
pean economics official 
warned Italy and Spain 
on Friday that they risked 
missing important debt 
and deficit targets in what 
was the first review of na¬ 
tional budget plans for 13 
countries in the eurozone. 
The announcement, by 
Olli Rehn, the European 
Union’s commissioner for 
economics and monetary 
policy, is aimed at keep¬ 
ing tighter reins on nation¬ 
al finances to stave off the 
kind of overspending that 
fed a crisis that nearly de¬ 
stroyed the euro. 

The reviews are a new at¬ 
tempt by the European 
Commission, the execu¬ 
tive arm of the European 
Union, to enforce rules on 
deficits that were flouted 
during the past decade 
by major states including 
Germany. That was widely 
seen as setting a bad ex¬ 
ample to countries like 
Greece with far more vul¬ 
nerable economies. 


“We have reached a 
turning point on the road 
to economic recovery, 
and today we reach a 
milestone in the imple¬ 
mentation of Europe's 
strengthened economic 
governance,” Rehn said 
in a statement. “Mem¬ 
ber states have given 
the commission the re¬ 
sponsibility to issue these 
opinions, and I trust that 
they will thus be taken on 
board by national deci¬ 
sion-makers.” 

The commission judged 
that the Italian draft bud¬ 
get "demonstrates limited 
progress" in meeting its 
earlier recommendations, 
and it warned that Italy 
might not hit its bench¬ 
mark for reducing debt 
next year. The commis¬ 
sion also ruled out giving 
Italy some extra leeway, 
because it “would not 
make the minimum struc¬ 
tural adjustment” related 
to other economic indica¬ 
tors. In the case of Spain, 
the commission said its 
draft budget for 2014 


was “at risk of noncom¬ 
pliance” because “the 
headline deficit target 
may be missed and the 
recommended improve¬ 
ment in the structural bal¬ 
ance is currently not ex¬ 
pected to be delivered." 
The French plan was 
“compliant with the rules 
of the Stability and Growth 
Pact, albeit with no mar¬ 
gin,” the commission said. 
The Netherlands received 
a similar warning. 

Even so, the commission 
did not invoke its powers 
to require Italy, Spain or 
any other country to re¬ 
vise their budget plans. 
Under a separate proce¬ 
dure, the commission told 
Belgium, Spain, France, 
Malta, the Netherlands, 
Poland and Slovenia to 
correct excessive deficits. 
The power that the Euro¬ 
pean Commission now 
wields over national bud¬ 
gets is significant. Mem¬ 
ber states must send their 
draft budget plans to Brus¬ 
sels at the same time they 
send them to national 


parliaments. This year that 
deadline was Oct. 15. 

But the verdicts issued Fri¬ 
day, and other opinions 
issued earlier this week 
by authorities in Brussels, 
showed little appetite 
for a full-blown fight with 
member states. Instead, 
the political priority ap¬ 
pears to be to put more to 
focus on good news at a 
time when there are fears 
that optimism about a re¬ 
covery from the crisis may 
be premature. 

On Wednesday, Rehn 
warned 16 member coun¬ 
tries to address problems 
with their economies. Ger¬ 
many’s trade surplus and 
France’s public spending 
were singled out as prob¬ 
lem areas. In theory, coun¬ 
tries that do not meet their 
goals could eventually be 
fined. But in practice, in 
that case, the commission 
has already decided to 
shy away from full-blown 
confrontations with mem¬ 
ber states by making the 
exercise more of an advi¬ 
sory one. □

Colts rally from 14-down, 
beat Titans 30-27

NASHVILLE, Tenn. (AP) — 

Donald Brown ran for two 
touchdowns and Andrew 
Luck added another as the 
Indianapolis Colts rallied 
yet again, this time beating 
the Tennessee Titans 30-27 
on Thursday after trailing 
14-0 in the first quarter. 
Adam Vinatieri kicked 
three field goals, includ¬ 
ing a 50-yarder, and Coby 
Fleener had a career-high 
eight catches for 107 yards 
to help the Colts (7-3) 
bounce back quite nicely 
from a 38-8 home loss to St. 
Louis. They have yet to lose 
back-to-back games un¬ 
der coach Chuck Pagano 
and are 8-0 coming off a 
loss. 

“Obviously, starting out like 
that is something we're all 
too familiar with," Fleener 
said. “That’s something we 
have to work and get cor¬ 
rected.” 

The Colts are back in 
charge of the American 
Football Conference South 
too, now having beaten all 
three divisional opponents 
on the road. 

The Titans (4-6) lost their 
second straight and fifth in 
six games, blowing the big 
lead. Chris Johnson ran for 
two touchdowns and 70 
yards in the first quarter, 
but had only 16 yards after 
that. 

Ryan Fitzpatrick drove the 
Titans 80 yards in four plays, 
capping the drive with a 


19-yard TD pass to Dela- 
nie Walker with 1:54 left. 
But the Titans, just like they 
did in becoming the first 
team to lose to Jackson¬ 
ville this season on Sunday, 
couldn’t execute an on- 
side kick with the ball not 
even covering 10 yards 
before Colts linebacker Pat 
Angerer covered it up.

The Titans were up 17-6

The United States was held 
to an unimpressive 0-0 draw 
by Scotland in a friendly on 
Friday, although the Ameri¬ 
cans had several good 
scoring chances in the final 
minutes.

In the email, Mike Perlis, the 
chief executive of Forbes 
Media and the first non¬ 
family member to run the 
96-year-old business title, 
wrote, “We have received 
more than a few ‘over fhe 
transom' indications of in¬ 
terest to buy Forbes Me¬ 
dia.” Fie added: “The fre¬ 
quency and serious nature 
of these overtures have 
brought us to a decision 
point. Perlis told employ¬ 
ees that Forbes had hired 
Deutsche Bank to repre¬ 
sent the company in the 
sale and that “we expect 
interest from numerous 
suitors." One person with 
knowledge of the process 
said Forbes Media was 
expecting to generate 
at least $400 million in the 
sale. Forbes, which used to 
be one of the most power¬ 
ful news brands in business 
journalism, hired Perlis in 
December 2010 to help re¬ 
structure the company af¬ 
ter Steve Forbes' two presi¬ 
dential campaigns and the 
industry-wide shift to digital 
media wiped out much of 
the family’s fortune. 

During his tenure, Perlis 
helped turn the company 
around by building out 
a contributor network of 
1,200 bloggers and em¬ 
bracing native advertising, 
which involves using jour¬ 
nalists to create market¬ 
ing material. Fie also tried 
to build out other revenue 
streams, like doubling the 
number of Forbes confer¬ 
ences and licensing its 
contributor network soft¬ 
ware.

“This is the first time that 
a central document has 
clearly proposed allow¬ 
ing two children when a 
husband or wife is an only 
child,” said Wang Guang¬ 
zhou, a demographer at 
the Chinese Academy of 
Social Sciences in Beijing. 
“Now it's just talking about 
launching this, but the spe¬ 
cific policies have to be 
developed at the opera¬ 
tional level.” 

If carried through, the re¬ 
laxation would mark the 
first significant nationwide 
easing of family-size restric¬ 
tions that have been in 
place since the 1970s, said 
Wang Feng, a demogra¬ 
pher who teaches at both 
the University of California, 
Irvine, and Fudan University 
in Shanghai. He estimated 
the policy could lead to 1 
to 2 million more births in 
China every year, on top 
of the approximately 15 
million births a year now. 
“This step is really, I think, 
the middle step toward al¬ 
lowing all couples to have 
two children, and eventu¬ 
ally taking away the state’s 
hand," said Wang. “But 
this shift is historical, it's fun¬ 
damental. To change the 
mentality of the society of 
policymakers has taken 
people more than a de¬ 
cade.” 

The one-child restrictions 
were introduced to deal 
with official fears that Chi¬ 
na's population would de¬ 
vour too many resources 
and suffocate growth. But 
they have created pub¬ 
lic ire and international 
criticism over forced abor¬ 
tions, and have created a 
population of 1.34 billion, 
according to a 2010 cen¬ 
sus, that is aging relatively 
rapidly, even before China 
establishes a firm foofhold 
in prosperity. Experts have 
for years urged some relax¬ 
ation of the controls. 

The party leaders also con¬ 
firmed an announcement 
made earlier this year, and 
then abruptly retracted, 
that they intend to abolish 
re-education through la¬ 
bor, which since the 1950s 
has empowered police au¬ 
thorities to imprison people 
without any real judicial re¬ 


view. Experts and officials 
have debated whether to 
adjust or abolish the system 
of camps since fhe 1980s. 
Now abolifion is closer. 
“Abolish fhe system of re¬ 
education through labor," 
said the decision, which 
proposed expanding com¬ 
munity correction to partly 
replace the system. 

“This is a significant step 
forward,” said Nicholas Be- 
quelin, a senior researcher 
who specializes on China 
with Human Rights Watch, 
an advocacy organization 
with headquarters in New 
York. 

“It doesn't mean that Chi¬ 
na is going to be kinder to 
dissent and to its critics,” 
said Bequelin. “But it’s an 
important step to do away 
with a system that not only 
profoundly violated hu¬ 
man rights, but was also 
standing in the way of any 
further legal reform.” 
Re-education through la¬ 
bor was introduced under 
Mao Zedong to lock away 
alleged political oppo¬ 
nents, and it expanded into 
a system of incarceration 
holding more than 100,000 
people, many of them 
working in prison factories 
and on farms. Sentences 
are determined by the po¬ 
lice, and defendants have 
scant chance to appeal 
imprisonment that can last 
up to four years. 

The document gives no 
date for bringing labor re¬ 
education to an end, or for 
introducing the changes to 
family planning policy. And 
there is the possibility that 
the government will delay 
or dilute the changes, or 
introduce similar restric¬ 
tions under another name, 
said Bequelin. The decision 
also leaves in place labor 
camps that are part of the 
general penal system for 
those convicted in court. 

In a country that car¬ 
ries out more executions 
than the rest of fhe world 
combined, the document 
pledged to gradually re¬ 
duce the number of crimes 
fhaf can result in the death 
penalty. But it gave no 
details about what crimes 
may be affected. 

Under Xi, the government 
has pursued a broad 
crackdown on political dis¬ 
sent, critical opinion and 
rumors on the Internet, 
and perceived ideological

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Where did dogs first appear? DNA points to Europe

NEW YORK (AP) — For 

years, scientists have been 
dogged by this evolution 
question: Just where did 
man's best friend first ap¬ 
pear? The earliest known 
doglike fossils come from 
Europe. But DNA studies 
have implicated east Asia 
and the Middle East. Now 
a large DNA study is lining 
up with the fossils, suggest¬ 
ing dogs originated in Eu¬ 
rope some 19,000 to 32,000 
years ago.Experts praised 
the new work but said it 
won’t end the debate. 
Scientists generally agree 
that dogs emerged from 
wolves to become the 
first domesticated animal. 
Their wolf ancestors began 
to associate with people, 
maybe drawn by food in 
garbage dumps and car¬ 
casses left by human hunt¬ 
ers. In the process they be¬ 
came tamer, and scientists 
believe ancient people 
found them useful for du¬ 
ties like hunting and guard 
duty. Over a very long time 
in this human environment, 
wolves gradually turned 
into the first dogs. 

The latest attempt to figure 


out where this happened 
was published online Thurs¬ 
day by the journal Science. 
Researchers gathered DNA 
from fossils of 18 ancient 
wolflike and doglike crea¬ 
tures that lived up to 36,000 
years ago in Argentina, 
Belgium, Germany, Russia, 


Switzerland and the United 
States. They compared the 
genetic material to mod¬ 
ern samples from 49 wolves 
from North America, Asia, 
Europe and the Middle 
East, 77 dogs of a wide va¬ 
riety of breeds including 
cocker spaniel, basenji and

golden retriever, and four 
coyotes.The DNA of mod¬ 
ern dogs showed similari¬ 
ties to the genetic material 
from the ancient European 
specimens and modern- 
day European wolves, the 
researchers reported. 

The first dogs evolved by 


associating with hunter- 
gatherers rather than farm¬ 
ers, since dogs evidently 
appeared before agricul¬ 
ture did, they said. 

“There are now, based on 
genetic evidence, three 
alternative hypotheses for 
the origin of dogs,” said 
Robert Wayne of the Uni¬ 
versity of California, Los An¬ 
geles, a study author. 

He said his results suggest 
a better case for Europe 
than for east Asia or the 
Middle East. He also said 
the kind of wolf that gave 
rise to dogs is now extinct. 
Olaf Thalmann of the Uni¬ 
versity of Turku in Finland, 
another author, said the 
work doesn’t mean that 
Europe is the only place 
where dogs emerged. 

“We conclude that Europe 
played a major role in the 
domestication process," 
he said in an email. 

The work makes a strong 
argument for an origin in 
Europe, although it might 
not be the only place, 
said Greger Larson of Dur¬ 
ham University in England, 
who did not participate 
in the research. “I think 
it's a real step in the right 
direction. "□ 


Photo in Vietnam shows mammal unseen for 15 years 


HANOI, Vietnam (AP) — A 

camera trap in a forest in 
central Vietnam has man¬ 
aged to snap a photo of 
one of earth’s rarest mam¬ 
mals, the saola, which 
hadn’t been seen in 15 
years. 

The antelope-like, long¬ 
horned ox appears to walk 
through dense foliage at 
the edge of the camera’s 
range in the image taken 
in September. Conserva¬ 
tion group WWF released 
the image along with a 
statement Wednesday. 
“This is a breathtaking dis¬ 
covery and renews hope 
for the recovery of the 
species,” Van Ngoc Thinh, 
WWF's Vietnam director, 
was quoted as saying. 

The animal was discov¬ 
ered in remote mountains 
near Laos in 1992 when 
a joint team of WWF and 
Vietnam’s forest control 
agency found a skull with 


unusual horns in a hunter’s 
home. The find proved to 
be the first large mammal 
new to science in more 


than 50 years, according 
to the WWF. 

Two saola were captured 
in central Vietnam in 1993 


but died in captivity after 
several months. 

The last sighting of a saola 
in the wild was in 1998, 


according to Dang Dinh 
Nguyen, director of a saola 
nature reserve in Vietnam's 
central province of Quang 
Nam. 

In the area where the saola 
was photographed, WWF 
has recruited forest guards 
locally to remove snares 
and battle illegal hunt¬ 
ing, the greatest threat to 
saolas’ survival, the state¬ 
ment said. 

The snares had been set 
largely to catch other ani¬ 
mals, such as deer and civ¬ 
ets, which are a delicacy in 
Vietnam. 

Twenty years since they 
were first known to science, 
the elusive mammals re¬ 
main hard to detect and 
little is known about them. 
At best, no more than few 
hundred, and maybe only 
a few dozen, live in the re¬ 
mote, dense forests along 
Vietnam’s border with

“Bartlett's Fa¬ 
miliar Black Quotations,” 
which has just been pub¬ 
lished, has the most com¬ 
prehensive of subtitles:

It reaches back to ancient 
times and oral cultures and

In a foreword for the new 
book, the author and critic 
Henry Louis Gates Jr. notes 
that compilations of black 
quotations date back to 
the 19th century and that 
the “field has proliferated 
with a marvelous array of ti¬ 
tles.” But, he adds, none of 
the reference works com¬ 
pares with “the scope of 
Retha Powers' collection.” 
The 764-page book in¬ 
cludes lyrics by Robert 
Johnson, Smokey Robinson 
and Jay Z; the humor of 
Richard Pryor, Chris Rock 
and Eddie Murphy; the 
oratory of the Revs. Martin 
Luther King Jr. and Jesse 
Jackson; and prose and 
poetry from Ralph Ellison, 
Toni Morrison and Maya 
Angelou. The new Bartlett’s 
compiles statesmen (Nel¬ 
son Mandela) and tyrants 
(Idi Amin), radicals (Mal¬ 
colm X) and conservatives 
(Clarence Thomas), schol¬ 
ars (John Hope Franklin) 
and slaves (Nat Turner).

LOS ANGELES (AP) — Vet¬ 
eran TV comedy writer 
Janis Hirsch is used to her 
words entertaining millions 
of viewers. But the letter 
she scrawled in early 1964 
as a hospitalized teenager 
was intended to comfort 
an audience of one: be¬ 
reaved first lady Jacque¬ 
line Kennedy. 

Hirsch’s note, among some 
800,000 sent to Mrs. Ken¬ 
nedy in the two months 
after President John F. 
Kennedy’s Nov. 22, 1963, 
assassination in Dallas, is 
featured along with about 
20 others in the moving, 
finely wrought documen¬ 
tary “Letters to Jackie: Re¬ 
membering President Ken¬ 
nedy.” It airs at 9 p.m. EST 
Sunday on TLC. 

“I know you too have 
problems, so I will tell you 
my remedy for smiling and 
happiness. Always sing 
‘You Gotta Have Heart’ 
(from the Broadway musi¬ 
cal ‘Damn Yankees') and 
I think you'll be happy,” 


Hirsch wrote, signing off 
with “Most respectfully 
yours.” 

Based on Ellen Fitzpatrick’s 
book, “Letters to Jackie: 
Condolences from a Griev¬ 
ing Nation,” the film by Bill 
Couturie calls on actors in¬ 
cluding Viola Davis, Chris 
Cooper, Jessica Chastain, 
Demian Bichir, Octavia 
Spencer, Allison Janney 
and Channing Tatum to 
bring the words to life. 

The tender expressions of 
support offered to Ken¬ 
nedy’s widow are woven 
into a whole with his presi¬ 
dency and the tenor of 
the times. Snapshots of the 
writers are mixed with vid¬ 
eos and photos marking 
his up-and-down course as 
U.S. leader, with the glam¬ 
orous Jackie at his side. 

In the wash of projects 
marking the 50th anni¬ 
versary of his death, it’s 
among the more intimate 
efforts. The heartfelt cor¬ 
respondence also stands 
in sharp and dismaying 
contrast with the cynicism 
Americans express toward 


politicians of all stripes to¬ 
day. 

Hailee Steinfeld reads 
Hirsch’s letter, written when 
the 13-year-old from Tren¬ 
ton, N.J., was recovering 
from a broken hip that was 
part of the continuing fall¬ 
out of the polio she con¬ 
tracted in infancy. 

“After the assassination, 
I was scared, sad, mad 
and confused like every¬ 
one else in the country,” 
recalled Hirsch in a recent 
interview. It was about two 
months after the shooting 
that a TV report about Mrs. 
Kennedy's grief prompted 
Hirsch to act. 

“Thinking that Jackie, this 
young, beautiful mother 
of two was still sad, I just 
had to make her happy,” 
said Hirsch, who went on to 
work with a number of hit 
shows including “Frasier” 
and “Will & Grace.” 

She remembered writing 
the letter — which elicited 
a White House acknowl¬ 
edgment that thrilled a 
mail carrier with its re¬ 
turn address — but was 
“floored" by her gall in do¬ 
ing so when author Fitzpat¬ 
rick contacted her about 
it. 

“When Ellen sent me a 
copy of the handwrit¬ 
ten, horribly spelled letter 
I wrote, it took my breath 
away,” Hirsch said. “Who 
on earth did I think I was 
telling this woman ... to 
sing along with ‘You Gotta 
Have Heart?”’ 

In a statement, Couturie 
said the “strength and wis¬ 
dom of the nation, coming 
out of profound tragedy, 
rings clear in these letters.” 
A wide cross-section of 
Americans felt compelled 
to share their grief with 
Mrs. Kennedy. The letters, 
whether typed or penned, 
carried distinctive voices 
and candidly painful mes¬ 
sages. 

“I know words can be of 
little comfort now for I lost 
my husband on June 12th 
in the same way. The entire 
world shares your great loss 
and sorrow,” wrote Myrlie 
Evers, the widow of slain 
civil rights leader Medgar 
Evers.Q

It goes without saying that the 
only near-term deal with Iran 
worth partially lifting sanctions 
for would be a deal that freezes 
all the key components of Iran’s 
nuclear weapons development 
program, and the only deal worth 
lifting all sanctions for is one that 
verifiably restricts Iran’s ability to 
breakout and build a nuclear 
bomb. 

But there is something else that 
goes without saying, but still needs 
to be said loudly: We, America, 
are not just hired lawyers nego¬ 
tiating a deal for Israel and the 
Sunni Gulf Arabs, which they 
alone get the final say on. We, 
America, have our own interests 
in not only seeing Iran’s nuclear 
weapons capability curtailed, but 
in ending the 34-year-old Iran-U.S. 
Cold War, which has harmed our 
interests and those of our Israeli 
and Arab friends. 

Hence, we must not be reluctant 
about articulating and asserting 
ourinterests in the face of Israeli 
and Arab efforts to block a deal 
that we think would be good for 
us and them. America’s interests 
today lie in an airtight interim 
nuclear deal with Iran that also 
opens the way for addressing a 
whole set of other issues between 
Washington and Tehran. 

Some of our allies don’t share 
those “other” interests and be¬ 
lieve the only acceptable out¬ 
come is bombing Iran’s nuclear 
facilities and keeping Iran an iso¬ 
lated, weak, pariah state. They 
don’t trust this Iranian regime - 
and not without reason. I don’t 
begrudge their skepticism. With¬ 
out pressure from Israel, Saudi Ara¬ 
bia and the United Arab Emirates, 
and the global sanctions on Iran 
they helped to spur, Iran would 
not be offering to scale back its 
nuclear program today. 

But that pressure was never meant 
to be an end itself. It was meant 
to bring Iran in from the cold, pro¬ 
vided it verifiably relinquished the 
ability to breakout with a nuclear 
weapon. “Just because regional 
actors see diplomacy with Iran as 
a zero-sum game - vanquish or 
be vanquished - doesn’t mean 
America should,” said Karim Sad- 
jadpour, the expert on Iran at the 
Carnegie Endowment. 

Why? Let’s start with the fact that 
Iran has sizable influence over 
several of the United States’ most 
critical national security concerns, 
including Syria, Iraq, Afghanistan, 
the Palestinian-lsraeli conflict, ter¬ 
rorism, energy security, and nu¬ 
clear proliferation. Whereas ten¬ 
sion with Iran has served to exac¬ 
erbate these issues, detente with 
Tehran could help ameliorate 
them. Iran played a vital role in 
helping us to defeat the Taliban in 
Afghanistan in 2001 and can help 
us get out without the Taliban 


completely taking over again. 
“Iran has at least as much at 
stake in a stable Iraq, and a sta¬ 
ble Afghanistan, as we do - and 
as an immediate neighbor has 
a far greater ability to influence 
them, for good or ill,” said Nader 
Mousavizadeh, the Iranian-Amer- 
ican co-founder of Macro Ad¬ 
visory Partners and a former top 
aide to U.N. Secretary-General 
Kofi Annan. 

There is a struggle in Tehran to¬ 
day between those who want 
Iran to behave as a nation, look¬ 
ing out for its interests, and those 
who want it to continue behav¬ 
ing as a permanent revolution in 
a permanent struggle with the 
United States and its allies. What’s 
at stake in the Geneva nuclear 
negotiations - in part - “is which 
Iranian foreign policy prevails,” 
argued Mousavizadeh. A mutu¬ 
ally beneficial deal there could 
open the way for cooperation on 
other fronts. 

Moreover, there is nothing that 
threatens the future of the Middle 
East today more than the sectar¬ 
ian rift between Sunni and Shiite 
Muslims. This rift is being used by 
President Bashar Assad of Syria, 
Hezbollah and some Arab leaders 
to distract their people from fun¬ 
damental questions of economic 
growth, unemployment, corrup¬ 
tion and political legitimacy. It is 
also being used to keep Iran iso¬ 
lated and unable to fully exploit 
its rich oil and gas reserves, which 
could challenge some Arab pro¬ 
ducers. But our interest is in quell¬ 
ing these sectarian passions, not 
taking one side. 

The Iran-U.S. Cold War has pre¬ 
vented us from acting produc¬ 
tively on all these interests. It is 
easy to say we should just walk 
away from talks if we don’t get 
what we want, but isolating Iran 
won’t be as easy as it once was. 
China, Russia, India and Japan 
have different interests than us 
vis-a-vis Iran. The only man who 
could unite them all behind this 
tough sanctions regime was Iran’s 
despicable previous president, 
Mahmoud Ahmadinejad. The 
new president, Hassan Rouhani, is 
much more deft. 

“Our sanctions leverage may 
have peaked,” said Sadjadpour. 
“Countries like China won’t indefi¬ 
nitely forsake their own commer¬ 
cial and strategic interests vis-a- 
vis Iran simply to please the U.S. 
Congress.” 

All this is why the deal the Obama 
team is trying to forge now that 
begins to defuse Iran’s nuclear 
capabilities, and tests whether 
more is possible, is fundamen¬ 
tally in the U.S. interest. “The prize 
of detente with Iran is critical to 
allowing the U.S. a sensibly bal¬ 
anced future foreign policy that 
aligns interests with commitments, 
and allows us to rebuild at home 
at the same time,” said Mousav¬ 
izadeh. 

There are those in the Middle East 
who prefer “a war without end 
for the same tribal, sectarian, 
backward-looking reasons that 
are stunting their own domestic 
development as open, integrat¬ 
ed, pluralist societies,” he added. 
“They can have it. But it can’t be 
our war. It’s not who we are - at 
home or abroad.

So you’re a judge, and Sharanda 
P. Jones comes before you for 
sentencing for conspiracy to dis¬ 
tribute crack cocaine. 

She’s a 32-year-old mom with a 
9-year-old daughter and no prior 
arrests, but she has been caught 
up in a drug sweep that has led 
to 105 arrests in her Texas town. 
Everyone arrested is black. 

There are no drugs found on 
Jones, but her supposed co-con¬ 
spirators testify against her in ex¬ 
change for reduced sentences. 
The whole case is dubious, but she 
has been convicted. What’s your 
sentence? 

You have little choice. Given the 
presumptions of the case, she 
gets a mandatory minimum sen¬ 
tence of life without the possibil¬ 
ity of parole. Jump to today and 
already Jones has spent 14 years 
in prison and is expected to die 
behind bars - for a first offense. 

At a time when the United States 
has been slashing preschool pro¬ 
grams, we have also been spend¬ 
ing vast sums to incarcerate 
thousands of nonviolent offend¬ 
ers in life sentences without the 
possibility of parole. These cases 
underscore that our mass incar¬ 
ceration experiment has resulted 
in monstrous injustice and waste 
- a waste of tax dollars and of hu¬ 
man lives. 

Judges and prison officials are re¬ 
belling at the injustice of our jus¬ 
tice system. Here’s what Judge 


James R. Spencer, a federal dis¬ 
trict judge, said when sentenc¬ 
ing a former FBI informant to life 
without parole for selling crack 
cocaine to support his own ad¬ 
diction: “A life sentence for what 
you have done in this case is ridic¬ 
ulous; it is a travesty.” 

But federal law on mandatory 
minimums left Spencer no leeway. 
He added: “I don’t agree with it, 
either. And I want the world and 
the record to be clear on that. 
This is just silly.” 

Here are some other nonviolent 
offenders serving life sentences 
without the possibility of parole: 

- Ricky Minor, a meth addict and 
father of three, was found with 
1.2 grams of meth in his home, 
along with over-the-counter de¬ 
congestants that can be used to 
manufacture meth. He was ini¬ 
tially charged under Florida law 
and says he faced a 2 1/2-year 
sentence. Later indicted under 
federal law, he pleaded guilty 
because his public defender said 
that otherwise the prosecutors 
would also pursue his wife, leav¬ 
ing no one to raise their children. 
Minor had several prior nonviolent 
offenses, for which he had never 
served time, and these required 
Judge Clyde Roger Vinson to sen¬ 
tence him to life without parole. 
Vinson said that the sentence “far 
exceeds whatever punishment 
would be appropriate.” 

- Dicky Joe Jackson was a truck¬ 
er whose 2-year-old son. Cole, 
needed a bone-marrow trans¬ 
plant to save his life. The family 
raised $50,000 through communi¬ 
ty fundraisers, not nearly enough 
for the transplant, and Jackson 
tried to earn the difference by 
carrying meth in his truck. He has 
now been in prison for the last 17 
years; when he lost his last ap¬ 
peal, he divorced his wife of 19 
years so that she could start over 
in her life. The federal prosecutor 
in the case acknowledged: “I saw 
no indication that Mr. Jackson 
was violent, that he was any sort 


of large-scale narcotics trafficker, 
or that he committed his crimes 
for any reason other than to get 
money to care for his gravely ill 
child.” 

- Danielle Metz became preg¬ 
nant at 17 and later married an 
abusive man who was also a 
drug dealer. To placate him, she 
says, she sometimes helped him 
by fetching cocaine or collecting 
money from Western Union. After 
one clash in which he punched 
her in the face, she took the kids 
and left him. Two months later, 
she was indicted. She says that 
she was prosecuted primarily to 
induce her to testify against her 
husband, but that she wasn’t 
knowledgeable enough to have 
useful information to trade for a 
reduced sentence. She has now 
spent more than 20 years in pris¬ 
on. 

Those examples come from a 
devastating new report, “A Liv¬ 
ing Death,” by the American Civil 
Liberties Union. It identified more 
than 3,200 such nonviolent of¬ 
fenders sentenced to die behind 
bars. 

Four out of five are black or His¬ 
panic. Virtually all are poor. Many 
had dismal legal counsel. Some 
were convicted of crimes com¬ 
mitted when they were juveniles 
or very young adults. 

These people are victims of the 
United States’ disastrous experi¬ 
ment in mass incarceration. From 
the 1930s through the early 1970s, 
we incarcerated people at a 
steady rate. Since then, incar¬ 
ceration rates have roughly quin¬ 
tupled. This country now imprisons 
people at more than five times 
the rates of most Western coun¬ 
tries. 

I write often about human rights 
abuses abroad. But when we 
take young, nonviolent offenders 

- some of them never arrested be¬ 
fore - and sentence them to die in 
prison, it’s time for Americans who 
care about injustice to gaze in the 
mirror. □

and extra ink might be re¬ 
quired for Jeff Jagodzin- 
ski's chart, which has wildly 
zigged here and zagged 
there after a peak when 
he was the head coach at 
Boston College. 

He managed to be dis¬ 
missed twice in 2009 - at 
Boston College (with the 
New York Jets playing a 
role) and as offensive co¬ 
ordinator with the Tampa 
Bay Buccaneers - without 
working a game in be¬ 
tween. There are detours 
and there is driving off the 
grid, which was what Jag¬ 
odzinski did when he be¬ 
came a head coach in the 
four-team United Football 


level. 

Because coaches coach 
wherever someone will 
hand them a whistle, the 
coach universally known 
as Jags stays in a rented 
home while his wife (“Lisa 
Jags”) and four of their five 
children live 450 miles south 
in Tampa, Fla. 

“I don’t see myself doing 
anything else but this,” he 
said. “There is a lot more to 
go.” 

Jagodzinski, 50, is unde¬ 
terred by the bang-bang 
job losses, preferring in¬ 
stead to focus on the joy of 
affecting young men's lives 
and on the experiences 
that football can provide. 


growing up in Milwaukee 
because of ticket scarcity; 
secured autographs on the 
same ball from the Packers 
legends Bart Starr and Brett 
Favre; and was pranked by 
Favre, whom he coached, 
with a fake rat under a 
desk. 

Like players floored by a 
pancake block, coaches 
climb to their feet after 
being flattened. His first 
knockdown moment hap¬ 
pened in 2009, two years 
into a winning stint as head 
coach at Boston College. 
Jagodzinski accepted an 
invitation to interview for 
the position of head coach 
with the Jets, which trou¬ 


Steve Logan, a friend and 
a Boston College assistant 
at the time who coached 
with Jagodzinski at three 
stops, recalled the episode 
as “catastrophic for every¬ 
body involved.” 

“I think there would have 
been a long, successful run 
there,” said Logan, who 
hosts a sports talk radio 
show in Raleigh, N.C. 

Still, Jagodzinski was 
promptly re-employed, this 
time as the Bucs' offensive 
coordinator. 

Lisa and the children had 
just arrived in Tampa, set¬ 
tling into a house she had 
not seen until after Jeff 
bought it, when he was 


ousted just before the fi¬ 
nal exhibition game. De¬ 
tails were sketchy. Logan, 
who had accompanied 
Jagodzinski to the Bucs, at¬ 
tributed the fallout to staff 
reassignments that led to 
conflicts in offensive phi¬ 
losophies. 

“Coaches are experts at 
picking themselves up and 
dusting themselves off,” 
Logan said. “Coaches get¬ 
ting fired, even though it 
happens all the time - it still 
scars you. It hurt Jeff deep¬ 
ly." 

Lisa Jagodzinski called it 
“devastating, because we 
had just come off the other 
one; it was kind of a double 
whammy.” 

Lisa elected to stay in Tam¬ 
pa when Jeff joined the 
Omaha Nighthawks of the 
United Football League in 
2010. He found coaching 
in that league, which is on 
hiatus, enjoyable and hum¬ 
bling. The home field was 
configured along the first- 
base line in a baseball park 
and measured less than 
100 yards. 

After one year, he was fired 
again. 

The unsettling pattern end¬ 
ed in 2012 with a role as 
an assistant at Ave Maria 
near Naples, Fla., if only 
because a volunteer can¬ 
not be fired. Jagodzinski 
declined a salary, with his 
family more financially se¬ 
cure than it was when he 
worked at East Carolina, 
where he had accepted 
his initial paid speaking en¬ 
gagement at a coaching 
clinic despite stage fright 
so the couple could afford 
a new refrigerator. 

By the time he joined Ave 
Maria, Jagodzinski had 
learned to relish the pres¬ 
ent, to appreciate the mo¬ 
ment without envisioning 
the next move. He did not 
blink at the 12-hour bus 
rides to road games. Bunk¬ 
ing at a condo provided 
by Monaghan, he lunched 
with students and became 
the first invited speaker 
for Man Up, the college’s 
men’s faith club. 

During the season, he and 
Lisa would drive to a half¬ 
way meeting point, some¬ 
times a gas station parking 
lot, and catch upO
